Upon which 
jxion declared that he would give a great reward to 
any perfons that would deftroy thefe bulls ; Riding on 

Morfeback was never ufed before that time, becaule

empted faccefStally enough to train up Horfes fit to 
back, and had accuftomed themf€lves to that Exercile ;

men from them, fet them on their Horfes and carry’d 
them away. This violence kindled a long war between 
the Centaurs and the Lapithites, the Centaurs in the 
night came down inté the plain and lay’d ambuthes 
for their enemiés, and as fvon as day appeared retired 
again Into the Mountain, Witn whatever they had tak- 
cil, Thus, as they retired, the Lapithises faw on} the 
hinder parts of tné Horfes, and the mens heads, fo that 
they feemed but as one Animal, from whence they be- 
lieve the Centaures were become half men and half 

Horfes, and that they were fons of the Clouds, becaule 

the Vilage where they dwet was called Nophelus, 

which fignifyed a Cloud.

Anjw. 1. We muft not determine too pofitively of 
things at fuch a great diftance, efpecially tince we know 
lovery little of thofe things that we dayly converle 
with, which continually fail under the Cognizance of 
our fenfes; the moft probable account we can give is 
this; That the Sun iseithcr a Liquid fire whofe Cen- 
tral parts are of an Earthy, or at leaft of a much more 
£'Ols and feétious nature than the internal parts,for the 
Macule which are fo very diftoverable fometimes by 7e- 
lefcopec in two or three revolutions of the Sun upon his 
Own Axis (which is perform’d ia about twelve davs) 
do leem to wafh away by degrees till they are wholly 
{wallowed up again by this Liquid matter, or elf this 
Phainomenon may be folid, if we allow the Sun not to be 
a Liquid fire, but of extream 1ubtle fine matter put ina 
mighty motion, whirling round, whofe internal parts 
moving {wifter than fome contingent Eruptions, may 
feem ot a very different Colour, and be thofe Macule we 
can difcover :and we rather incliae to this Opinion than 
the lalt, fiance "tis certain, fram common experience,that 
motion caufes heat, and that heat which is cauled by mo- 
tion, feems to be much more natural in hard particles 
of matter than thofe which are {oft and fluid ; onc might 
move Water long enough to put into an heat, nay, even 
Oyl, whieh is fo proper tor what we call flame, is never 
Red till the particles of which ’tis compofed are altered, 
andasit were, madea New Boxy, but allowing either 
Hypothefis. 


Anjw. 2. We fee no neceffity of fuch fupplies as our 
fublinary fires require, the cealon why they extinguifh 
and dye without new acceffions of fewel is an evaporati- 
on or a flying away of the particles of matter whole 
brisk motion is what we call fire; could any way be 
found out that would keep ‘em together,and not deitroy 
their motion,a little quantity of fire would burn briskly 
for ever, for there can be no natural annihilation of 
any thing that is. Now the Sun isthe Central part of 
our Vortex, all the Planets tend to him as their Center, 
much more his own parts,which fly not away from him, 
but continually move with him, or which is the fame 
thing, burn ; for motion, burning or heat are equivocal 
Terms in Philejopky. Nor can it be any folid objeétion to 
fay he difperfes his particles even to the Planets and our 
Orb, giving us heat, for that may eafily enough be 
folid, if-we confider his motion puts afl the Planets in 
motivn, and confequently all their Atmofpherick parti- 
cles, and the nearer he is to any of ‘em,the greater is the 


motion, or which is alt oae, the gat.
